cent three-power naval conference. 

Arms Debate Assured. 

M. Paul Boncour, said last nicht 
that if a disarmament debate failed 
to develop he would start one him- 
self, and tonight the German spokes- 
man declared that M. Paul-Boncour 
need not worry about this, because 
Gustave Stresemann, the German for- 
eign secretary, “very much intended” 
to start such a debate. 

“Do not forget,” said the German 
speaker, “that Germany has only an 
army of 100,000, possesses only 
freight carrying or omnibus airplanes 
and no

DEBT SETTLEMENT 


AGREEMENT URGED 


President Coolidge Is Un- 

derstood To Be Favor- 
able to Loan Proposed 
by France.

Washington, September 4.—Refusal 
of state department approval of any 
new loans to France until that coun- 
try has ratified the Metlon-Berenger 
agreement or otherwise adjusted its 
war debts to this country, is urged 
upon Secretary of State Kellogg by 
Senator William E. Borah, republic- 
an, Idaho, chairman of the senate 
foreign relations committee. 

The proposed’ refinancing of the 
$100,000,000 Morgan loan to France, 
according to the senator, is in reality 
a new lodn and it should be discour- 
aged, he holds in the letter, which 
asks Secretury Kellogg: “Is the 
American taxpayer being swindled, or 
is the French taxpayer being exploit- 
ed?” 

Coolidge Favors Loan. 

President Coolidge in a recent dis- 
cussion at Rapid City, is understood 
to have regarded the refunding plan 
as not in conflict with the policy of 
disapproving private loans to France 
until she comes to an agreement with 
the treasury, because it enables France 
; an obligation bearing 
only six per cent interest for one 
bearing eight per cent. 

Senator Borah, however, believes 
that an issue for the purpose of pay- 
ing off another bond issue is just as 
much of a loan as though the money 
were to 
pose. 

“Our government,” the senator 
wrote to Secretary Kellogg, “proposed 
to adjust the French debt on the basis 
of 50 cents on the dollar, average 
rate of interest one and ie mae 
per cent, time 62 years. Claiming that 
this offer is unjust and oppressive, 
France has not accepted it. 

“I am informed that France is now. 
Be eee ae nema iow loa in 
this country of $ B00. “with | in- 
terest at six per cent: I am advised 
that the department will shortly be 
called upon to signify its approval 
of this loan. Would it not be con- 
ducive to a better understanding be- 
tween the the peoples of these coun- 
tries if such a loan were discouraged 
until the two goevrnments have reach- 
ed an agreement relative to the ad- 
jJustment of the French debt? The 
disparity bet ween the two propositions 
seems worthy of consideration. Is the 
American taxpayer heing swindled, or 
is the French taxpayer being ex- 
ploited ?

Louis Kirschauer, secretary of the 
commission, has charged that Callizo 
admitted “irresponsible acts.” News- 
papers which openly charge Callizo 
with faking demand withdrawal of 
his pilot's license and other penalties. 

The suspicion of a Bleriot engineer 
which was aroused to Callizo's earlier 
flight, which officially was accepted 
as a world’s record at 12,442 meters. 
resulted in placing another barograph 
unknown to Callizo in the wing of his 
plane the day before he took off. This 
barograph shows Callizo reached an 
altitude of only 4,500 meters, while 
the alleged doctored barograph mark- 
ed 13.000 meters. 

On landing Callizo fainted and after 
recovering “tonsciousness expla?ned 
that the highest altitude ever reached 
by any flier raised havoc with his 
lungs.

FRAUD IN OBTAINING LEASE CHARGED 


Surrender San Geronimo

' San Juan, Porto Rico, September 4. 
Lieutenant Commander Virgil Baker 
of the United States navy, retired. has 
been ordered to give possession of 
San Geronimo, an old Spanish fortifi- 


cation, for which he holds a 999-year 
lease from the navy department and 
which he has occupied for 10 years. 
A writ of possession was served yes 
terday following his refusal to mpve 
on notice to vacate. 

Major J. A. Smith, judge advocate 
of the department and stationed in 
Chicago as special government coun- 
sel, is now here and urged issuance of 
the writ. He is preparing a govern- 
ment brief in opposition to Lieutenant 
Commander Baker’s appeal. . 

Lieutenant Commander Baker lost 
a suit brought by the government te 
eancel his lease when the court last 
November in a decision by Chief Jus- 
tice Deltoro, acting as special United 
States judge, held that he obtained 
the lease through fraud and misrepre- 
sentation by a series of acts covering 
1917 to 1921, through which the judge 
held that Lieutenant Comma 
Baker deceived Secretary of the Navy 
Josephus Daniels and his assistant 
secretary, Franklin Roosevelt. 

The court ordered annulled what he 
termed the most extraordinary lease 
for almost ten centuries. which gov- 


ernment counsel contended was the 
first of its kind ever given by the 
government and that no government 


whad ever been so rewarded. 
One clause of the Baker lease stated 


that it was granted on the payment 
of $1 and in recognition of Lieutenant

| While Lieutenant Commander Baker 
lost the suit, he continued to occupy 
the property pending an appeal, for 
which the papers now are being pre- 
pared. 

The government offered evidence to 
show that after the navy got s- 
sion and later the title to San Gaetek 
mo, Lieutenant Commander Baker 
first obtained a five-year lease on a 
portion of it, followed by a 999-year 
lease on his own recommendation that 
the pertion he wanted for a residence 
was not needed by the navy. 

In exchange for the San Geronimo 
site, Lieutenant Commander Baker 
obtained and transferred to the navy 
a site for a distant control navy radio 
station, which the government attor- 
neys contended was disapproved by 
the navy before the exchange was 
actually made and the lease executed.

The yachting party that left here 
at 11 o’cleck this morning was com- 
posed of ‘General N. B. Fortest, At- 
lanta, grand dragon of the-Ku Klux 
Klan of Georgia; Mrs. Forrest and 
their two little girls; T. J. McKin- 
non, Atlanta, supervisor of industrial 
plans of the Ku Klux Klan; Mr. 
Watson, chief of staff of the grand 
dragon: Kyle Ramsey, Atlanta, Ptpe- 
rial klaliff of the national organiza- 
tion of Ku Klux Klan, and Mrs. Ram- 
sey. 

At 3 o'clock the yacht anchored at 
St. Catherine’s Inlet, a few miles from 
here, to go in swimming. The entire 
party donned bathing suits and went 
in the ocean, where, after a few min- 
utes, they were caught by an under- 
tow. While the men were successful- 
ly endeavoring to save the two smal! 
girls, Mrs. Ramsey and Mr. Watson 
were swept out to sea unnoticed. A 
few minutes later their absence was 
noticed, and as soon as they were 
located, aid was rushed to them. Be- 
fore they could be reached, however, 
they had collapsed. 

Life was extinct when the two vie- 
tims of drowning were brought to 
shore, and several hours of artificial 
respiration failed to bring back the 
vital spark. 

The bodies were brought to Savan- 
nah and will be sent to their respec- 
tive homes tomorrow for interment.

FATE OF AVIATORS 
DEPENDS ON FISHERMEN. 

St. Johns, Newfoundland. Septem- 
ber 4.—(United News.)—With Lab- 
rador traders, fishermen, whalers and 
fish-carrying steamers lies the sole re- 
maining hope, it is believed here, of 
news from the trans-Atlantic airplane 
St. Raphael. 

Radio reports to the United News 
today from all stations between Fogo 
Island, on the northeastern New- 
foundland coast, to Indian Harbor, 
Labrador, said that nothing had been 
heard of the missing plane. 

Experts on north Atlantic conditions 
believe that the only hope of solving 
the St. Raphael mystery remains with 
the little ships that ply Labrador 
waters. 

There are fishing schooners that 
make northern Labrador, steamers 
plying between St. Johns and north- 
ern Labrador and whalers engaged 

along the Labrador coast. 

The schooners and steamers rarely 
go more than five miles out offshore. 
but the whalers go out 100 miles or 
more, and their operations cover a 
considerable part of the area toward 
which the St. Raphael was reported 
heading. 

There is believed to be a_possibil- 
ity that wreckage from the airplane 
might be seen by one of the steamers 
that carry fish to the Mediterranean, 
Spain and Portugal. Many will leave 
thigcoast within the next two weeks. 


ST. RAPHAEL’S F: FATE 

STILL IS UNKNOWN. 
St. John’s, N. F.. September 4.— 
Pri: ‘ats as well as governmental 
agencies in Newfoundland joined to- 
ay in a search of the bleak Labrador 


St. Raphael. which took off 
Upavon, England, last Wednesday 
morning in an attempted non-stop 
flight to Ottawa, Ont. 

Several business firms here with 
branches in Labrador notified their 
agents to make inquiries along the 
coast as to whether a plane was sight- 
ed or heard in that region. Because 
of the imperfect communications it 
was not expected that replies would 
be received here before tomorrow or 
Tuesday. 

In the meantime the government, 
through it: coastal vessels, lighthouse 
service and chain of wireless stations 
along the New Foundland and Lab- 
rador shores continues its search for 
the St. Raphael and its occupants, 
Princess Lowenstein-Wertheim,. pas- 
senger. Captain Leslie Hamilton, 
pilot. and Lieutenant Colonel F. F. 
Minchin, navigator. 

There are nine wireless stations 
on the Atlantic coast of Labrador, ex- 
tending from Battle Harbor north- 
ward to Makkovik. a distance of 450 
miles. The more northerly of these 
stations serve areas where the popu- 
lation is very scattered and isolated, 
and Superintendent Collins, of the 
government wireless service, said to- 
day that a week might elapse before 
any news was heard of the fliers if 
they were forced down on that part 
of the coast. 

The mail Kyle, which 
makes fortnightly trips from St. 
John’s, plying along the Labrador 
coast to-Makkovik now is in the 
north. The vessel is equipped with 
wireless and the fact that she has

Washington a profitable paradise this 
winter. | 

Undoubtedly they will be here in 
droves — ex-senators, ex-congressmen, 
'ex-politicians of all degrees, ex-newspa- 
permen, ostensible lawyers, wire- 
pullers, mysterious rubber-heeled gen- 
try with no visible means of support; 
yes, and ladies, too, for they make 
very good lobbyists, especially if prop- 
erly endowed by nature. 

All advance indications are that this 
winter will be the best in years for 
the lebbyists. There are two reasons. 
One is that election vear is approach- 
ing and all senators and congressmen 
are anxious to do favors for those who 
may control votes or campaign con- 
tributions.

ON DANGEROUS GROUND.: 


The common carriers. of this 
country are ‘‘riding for a fall” un- 
less the attitude that has existed 
for several months to increase 
freight rates on farm and industrial 
¢ommodities, directly and indirect- 
ly, is vigorously arrested. And that 
must come before the whole coun- 
try is aroused to a protest and to 
a dangerous anti-railroad sentiment 
such as was politically capitalized 
a quarter of a century ago. 

It will be unfortunate for such 
a situation to again develop. Rail- 
roads are essential to the develop- 
ment of the commercial, industrial 
and agricultural interests of the 
country. They are entitled to earn- 
ings that will admit of commen- 
Surate expansions. They are enti- 
tled to fair earnings on their in- 
vestments. This they are guaran- 
teed under the provisions of the 
transportation act of 1929. Under 
that act they have enjoyed a pros- 
perity never before known. They 
are handling peak tonnage at the 
present time. Their net earnings 
were nevér larger, their securities 
never strdnger. And yet, with the 
raw Te Rtctactared commodity 
producers’ noses already flat upon 
the freight rate grinding stones, 
the carriers are not content, and 
never let an opportunity pass, it 
yeems, to grind deeper and deeper.

There is no finer apple orchard in | 
America than that of the Porter 
Brothers on the hills of the Treat 
range, 12 miles northwest of Cedar- 
town.

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Agriculture has been passing through 
a period of transition and crisis for 
the past ten years, according to Dr.

cultural experiment stations have 
been of real economic yalue to the 
farmer. 

These facts have .been. brought 
home to the farmer for practical ap- 
plieation through the efforts of the 
county agents, rural clubs,,the press 
and other agencies. 

Demonstrations in the field of the 
facts discovered on test plats and in 
laboratories have created = greater 
crops, more live stock and more live- 
stock products, with a given expendi- 
ture of labor and money, than would 
have been possible without this know!l- 
edge. ' 

The crisis referred to has been the 
natural eutcome of excessive produc- 
tion and of the war between efficiency 
and inefficiency on the farm, the out- 
come of which will eventually be that 
the inefficient will lose out and the 
efficient will enjoy the fruits of 
science to which Dr. Galpin refers. 

Good roads that help to solve the 
farmers’ market problems; improved 
labor-saving machinery that. take 
much of the drudgery out.of farming; 
daily mail at the roadside to bring 
the latest market information; the 
telephone as a great time-saver on the 
farm; electricity to light the prem- 
ises, operate the washing machine, the 
churn and other farm machinery; 
running water in the house—all these 
are contributions of. scientific  re- 
search that mean much for the en- 
hancement of rural life. 

Perhaps the greatest factor of all 
working to bring about a better day 
in agriculture is the rapid increase in 
the non-agricultural population. With- 
out a greater demand for his products 
the farmer ean not get an adequate 
return from his labor and investments 
so as to be able to avail himself of 
all the benefits which science has of- 
fered for the improvement of rural 
life. 
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Getting away from agriculture and 
horticulture for a moment—though 
they occupy a deep place in my heart 
and mind—let me call attention to the 
good association work of Ernest

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Health Talks if

THE OLD HOKUM BUNCOMBE. 
A school superintendent in a large 


city, addressing a meeting of his teach- | 


ers, said recently: 
“Of what use is it to spend 
eight years in getting an educa- 
tion, at the expense of the tax- 
payers, if at the end of that pe 
riod the child has not the vigor to 
make use of the education?” ° 
Each year, it is estimated, 47,856 
educators tell each other and the world 
that a sound body is more or less es- 
sential to carry a sound mind, but 
this grand old maxim is just like tite 
weather—everybody talks about it but 
nobody does anything about it. The 
educators recite this venerable maxim 
rather for the embellishment of their 
essays, but try to provide a moderate 
program of physical education or 
health training for the school child 
and see how quickly you will collide 
with the plans and prejudices of the 
school men who happen to be in 
charge. Alas for the vigor of the child 
that has been “educated at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer 
worry about the taxpayers—the most 
determined and effective opposition to 
all efforts to give the child a square 
deal is maintained by the _ skillful 
leadership of the educators themselves. 

For example, take the situation in 
New York state.. Soon after the world 
war the New York legislature, impress- 
ed by the sad showing of our man- 
hood when summoned for military 
service, enacted a law calculated to 
teach the young how to jump, so that 
if ever again the occasion should come, 
the necessary million men may “spring 
to arms.” This hasty legislation ferced 
the school men, much to their dis- 
gust, to give every pupil a smattering 
of physical education—an hour or two 
a week—on paper. Thus was physi- 
cal education jimmied into the anti- 
quated public school system of the 


self nominated empire state. Well, 
they’ve stalled along for several years 
with it, the school authorities loudly 
proclaiming their sincere belief in 
physical education and all that sort 
of thing, but today the whole thing ts 
still a shameless farce and a fraud on 
the public. Everywhere in New York 
state school children are encouraged 
in trickery and deceit to dodge the 
silly “gym class” or the rest of the 


training which the law compels the. 


reluctant educators to offer. Nowhere 
is any public school pupil required to 
demonstrate any degree of efficiency 
in physical training in order to pass 
his grade—a bit of negligence on the 
part of the educators that ought to 
make these politicians answerable to 
the law. The farce is costing the tax- 
payers just as much as honest physi- 
cal education would cost, but that’s 
of no importance except for the graft 
in it. The reprehensible part of it is 
that the educators are so defiantly 
refusing to carry out the will of the 
people, and consequently children are 
still béing turned out of school with- 
out the necessary vigor to make use 
of the mental training they have re- 
ceived in school. This is nothing less 
than a scandal, and it is high time 
that the gentlemen administering pub- 
lic education drop the farce and in- 
troduce physical education into the 
public school eurriculum, on a par 
with the mental training offered in 
elementary and high school courses.

Chris- 
tianity preaches the sacredness of 
every human individual in the sight of 
God. The union preaches the right of 
every human being to recognition as 
an individual. Organized labor boasts 
of no religion of its own creation. It 
has set up no mystic gods and built 
around them a cult and creed.: Rather 
it has accepted the basic teachings of 
God and built thereon its institutions. 
If the worker has shown a coldness 
toward the church it has not been be- 
cause of a lack of a sense of need of 
personal salvation. Rather has he 
hesitated because the church seeming- 
ly lost sight of the living realities of 
life and the true meaning and appli- 
cation of religion: The church has 
sanctified slavery, it has, in times 
past, put its stamp of approval upon 
institutions that degraded humanity, 
oe violated the temple of the living 
soul. } 


The Master once reproached! the 
church for having made His house a 
house of merchandise and in righteous 
wrath drove out those who would so 
desecrate it. Must the worker be con- 
demned for feeling that the church 
has rather tardily taken its atand 
against making the houses of God, the 
temples of the souls, houses of mer- 
chandise? Child labor? Long hours 
of labor? Inhuman and infolerabie 
conditiéns of labor? Utter disre- 
gard or human rights,— of even life 
itself? Condoning the traffic in hu- 
man lives, voicing feeble protest 
against the degradation of one's fel 
lows, even harboring those who made 
of them convenient houses of merchan- 
dise instead of driving them out with 
scourge and whip? 

The worker finds his solace of Jife 
where the church finds its solace. He 
finds his ideals in the life and words 
for Him whom the chureh worships. 
The worker has looked where the 
church pointed. He is still looking in 
that direction. Has he less faith, or 
less religion, if he makes a personal 
application of what he sees and be- 
lieves? Messengers at Christmas tide 
proclaim peace among men of good 
will. Do we show a lack of faith 
when we seek to promote good will 
that there may be peace? The Word 
proclaims that man is more precious 
than many sparrows. Is it a-denial 
of faith when we protest against those 
influences that insist that some men. 
that some women, that some children 
are not precious, and that other men 
have the right, therefore, to bruise. 
break and abuse their bodies? The 
Savior came, we are told, that. we 
might have life and have it more abun- 
dantly. Are we heretic in assuminz 
that He referred to the present life 
as well as the future? 


No, the union is not a rival‘or sub- 
stitute organization.

CONVICTS ESCAPE 


Philadelphia, September 4.—(4)— 

‘wo convicts knocked a guard off 
the wal] at the Eastern State peni- 
tentiary here shortly before midnight 
after beating him over the head with 
a piece of lead pipe, slid down an im- 
provised rope and escaped. 

The guard, Floyd Reynolds, 28, suf- 
fered a fractured skull and a broken 
leg in the 20-foot fall from the wall. 
eh condition was reported as criti- 
cal. 

After gaining their liberty, the pris- 
oners, William Lynch, 20, and Wil- 
iam P. Vishie, attempted to steal an 
automobile, but were frightened by 
pedestrians and escaped on foot. The 
men were “trusties’ and had gone to 
the wall to repair a break in an 
electric wire. When the guard turned 
his back for an instant they struck 
him down with their tools, pushed 
him over the side of the wall and 
slid down a rope they had made from 
rags tied together with tape obtained 
from the carpet manufacturing shop 
in the prison. 

Vishie was serving a life sentence 
for murder ‘and Lynch had _ served 
two years of 10 to 20-year term for 
highway robbery. 


WHOLESALE JAIL ESCAPE 
NARROWLY AVERTED. 

Camden, N. J., September 4.—(?) 
A wholesale jail delivery was frus- 
trated by guards at the Camden coun- 
ty jail today as the alleged ring lead- 
ers in the plot were sawing the last 
bar that led to freedom. More than 
50 prisoners were in the jail and of- 
ficials said most of them were involv- 


ed in the plan to escape. 


The prisoners were said to have 
wianned the delivery to take place 
during the weekly religious services 
and the scheme was alleged to have 
involved the killing if necessary of the 
two guards who usually watched over 
the services and the overpowering of 
other guards in the office. 

The alleged leaders in the plot were 
Frank McDonald, of Merchantville, N. 
J.. and Loen Van Horn, of Atlantic 
City, both of whom were awaiting 
trial on .charges of larceny. Prison 
officials were told of the plans on 
Friday by a “trusty.”’ 

McDonald and Van Horn were 
placed in solitary confinement and ex- 
tra guards were stationed about the 
jail tonight. 


SILK ROBBER ESCAPES 
FROM COUNTY JAITE.. 

Norristown, Pa., September 4.—(/) 
Arthur Thompson, serving a_ four- 
vear term for a silk robbery, escaped 
from the Montgomery county jail to- 
day and eluded his pursuers by order- 
ing a taxicab driver to take him to 
Philadelphia. Two other prisoners 
who attempted to accompany him 
were captured on the roof of the 
prison. These men, awaiting trial for 
breaking and entering, both had pis- 
tols,

DENIES KILLING

led to his arrest. The car, which bore 
a Minnesota license, was sold here Fri- 


day to a garage firm. When the sale 
was reported to the ploice pawnshop 
detail, detectives gecognized the engine 
number as that of the machine in 
which Hill was reported to have left 
Streator. 

In Hill’s room, which was rented in 
the name of H, Jackson, the detectives 
found a suitcase containing a set of 
automobile license plates bearing II- 
linois number 102-854. <A _ detective 
waited in the hotel for “Jackson's” 
appearance and when he appeared 
about midnight last night, tapped him 
on the shoulder and told him he was 
wanted for murder. Seeming unsur- 
prised. the man readily admitted, the 
detective reported, that he was be- 
ing sought, but denied that he murder- 
ed his mother. 

Describes Movements. 

Although he held steadfast to his 
protestations of innocence, Hill gave 
his inquisitors what he declared was 
a true and complete story of his move- 
ments both before and after the mur- 
der of his mother, which he is alleged 
to have committed August 13. 

The suspect said he was in Streator 
after his mother’s body was found 
August 23, but declared he left the 
town when Me read in the newspapers 
that a coroner’s jury had recommended 
he be arrested on a charge of murder. 

“Things look bad for me,.I know,” 
he calmly told his questioners, “but 
{[ am innocent of this slaying.” 

Point by point, the detectives con- 
fronted Hill with the evidence in the 
case, as outlined to them in telephone 
conversations early this morning with 
Illinois officials. For each bit of 
evidence and: circumstance he had a 
ready explanation. 

Hill related that he was employed 
as a traveling salesman for a Chicago 
advertising novelty concern, and that 
it was his custom to spend his week- 
ends at his mother’s home in Streator. 

The last time he saw his mother. 
who was the divorced wife of Dr. H 
Hill, wealthy Streator physician, was 
August 8, the suspect said. On that 
day he left her home in Streator for 
Chicago. 

Mother Not at Home. 

Returning to Streator, on August 
13, the date fixed by police as the ap- 
proximate time of the murdér, Hill 
did not find his mother at home, he 
said. The youth denied the assertion 
of police that on August 14, he told 
Mrs. Hill's banker and lawyer that 
“his mother had just stepped out.” 
Instead, Hill asserted he told them 
that she had gone to Chicage. 

The previous week, he said, his 
mother had mentioned that she would 
soon make a trip to Chicago and he 
presumed that she had gone there. 

Hill admitted that during July: he 
forged his mother’s name to $1,000 
in checks, and that on August 13 he 
forged others for $400. The latter 
checks, he said, were turned down by 
the bank the same day and Hill ap- 
pealed to his father, the physician, to 
make them good. At the time the 
youth made this request of his father, 
he admitted. he had $400 in cash, ob- 
tained from the sale of wheat on his 
mother’s ranch near Fancy Prairie, 
Ill. The $400 obtained by the forger 
ies was lost in gambling, he saiid. 

Denies Gardener’s Story. 

The detectives called Hill’s atten- 
tion to a statement of Peter Busch, 
gardener at his mother’s home, to the 
effect that the youth asked the gar- 
dener to tamp down some fresh dirt 
in the basement of the house August 
15, two days after the murder. 

“Mother had left a note asking me 
to have the basement cleaned.” the 
suspect replied. “It isn’t true that I 
asked Busch to tamp down any dirt. 
[ went down in the cellar with him 
and he cleaned up.” 

The youth again went to Streator 
on the week-end beginning August 20, 
and left August 22, for Chicago, he 
said. Arriving in the latter city in the 
afternoon, he called on his employer, 
u Mr. Findley, and stayed that night 
at the home of a friend. William 
Brydges, 3422 West Monroe street.

To Open Political 
Season in Capital 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribwne.) 

Washington, September, 4—Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s return to the capital 
a week hence will be followed by a 
rapid series of campaign developments 
in the opinion of politica) leaders, 
who have been indulging. in recent 
weeks, in much speculation but lit- 
tle action. 

That the president will amplify and 
clarify his “I do not choose to run” 
statement is the hope of many repub- 
licans. Members of congress and oth- 
ers of high rank in republican coun- 
cils will drift back to Washington 
with the return of the president and 
will urge him to settle the moot ques- 
tion as to whether or not he would 
accept the nomination if tendered him 
by the national convention. Doubt as 
to this point, it: will be pointed out, 
has held back various possible con- 
tenders for the nomination and their 
friends whose first allegiance is to 
President Coolidge. 

Depend On Butler. 

Former Senator William M. But- 
ler, of Massachusetts, chairman of 
the republican national committee and 
the president’s chief political mentor, 
is expected in Washington soon after 
the executive's return. Butler’s at- 
titude, after he confers with the pres- 
ident, will be a guide to many of the 
Coolidge leaders who wish to start 
their activity for next year at once if 
they feel definitely that the president 
is out of the race. 

If it is recognized that the presi- 
dent desires to be considered finally 
and completely out of the picture 
many administration men will lose no 
time in commencing their political 
fence building.. Their activities: will 
involve for the most part either See- 
retary of Commerce Herbert Hoover 
or Charles E. Hughes. 

The attitude of Hughes upon 
return from Europe this week may 
radically change the situation. If he 
shows a disposition to listen to the 
friends who are anxious to get him 
into the race, Hughes. undoubtedly 
will become a leading possibility for 
the nomination, inasmuch as a great 
many who have been quoted on the 
subject list the former secretary of 
state as their first choice and Hoover 
as second preference. 

Hoover Activity Seen. 

Activity on behalf of Hoover will 
commence at an early date. Identity 
of the persons which will assume the 
responsibility of organizing the Hoov- 
er movement has not been disclosed. 
There has been reports that Will 
Hays, former chairman of the repub- 
lican national committee, would  or- 
ganize the Hoover campaign and also 
that C. Bascom Skemp, republican 
national committeeman and _ former 
secretary to-President Coolidge would 
have a hand in it. Various former 
associates of Hoover in his war and 
post-war activities are known to be 
anxious to take part in the movement. 

That Hoover intends to do abso- 
lutely nothing in his own ‘behalf has 
become well understood among those 
who have talked with him while he 
was in Washington during the last 
two weeks. Hoover, it is asserted, 
has no intention of resigning from 
the cabinet but will continue with bis 
regular duties throughout the pre-con- 
vention contest. 


So aloof from the eampaign will he 
remain that it is stated authoritative- 
ly that he has no intention of consent- 
ing in writing to the use of his name 
on primary ballots. There are a few 
states in which the law requires the 
written consent of the candidate to 
be obtained before his name will be 
printed on the ballot. In-others this 
is not necessary. Where consent must 
be obtained Hoover’s name will not 
go on the’ ballots. His friends will 
meet the situation in such states, it 
is presumed, by seeking election of 
uninstructed delegates who are known 
to favor his nomination.

The police today accepted Decappo’s 
simple explanation of his attempt to 
wipe out his entire family Saturday 
hight during the midst of domestic 
preparations for a Sunday feast day. 

Decappo had shot and killed his 
wife and six other members of his 
family, wounded another and two 
neighbors when the police arrived. 

In the ensuing gun battle, he wound- 
ed Policeman Leo Tyrell in the leg 
before his revolver jammed, and De- 
cappo was captured with police bul- 
lets through his abdomen and left 
ribs, 

Decappo’s wounds were not serious 
and police expected to have him dis- 
charged from the hospital and-in a cell 
with many murder charges against 
his name by Monday.

As apn illustration: If we are fur- 
nished the addresses of dealers in 
any Commodity that can be bought in 
or near Atlanta. the same as else- 

where, we will look up the various 
rail schedules and send to these mer- 
chants the number of hours that peo- 
ple living in that territory in the 
southeast that can be better served 
from Atlanta miarket than from re- 
mote distances, may stop over here 
going in any direction. 

We feel that if we can get earnest 
cooperation in this matter we can 
show the merchants of the southland 
that they can buy in the Atlanta 
market many commodities here that 
are the equal of any to be bought 
elsewhere and the merchant will find 
that when freight rates and al! other 
things are considered the Atlanta 
beught goods will cost him less when 
he puts them on his shelves’ or 
counter. 

Present Privileges. 

It is not the intention to ask any 
merchant or buyer to forego a long- 
anticipated trip to some large city. 
but to point out to them that they 
may have a longer time to stop ever 
in Atlanta than they thought they 
might have, and that they “might at 
least fake advantage of the opportu- 
nity to look over the particular lines 
they are most interested in. 

Atlanta at the present time has 
stop-over privileges for all those buy- 
ing tickets that bring them through 
this city, and are known as summer 
tourist tickets, these tickets being SO 
per cént of the full fare to point of 
destination and return. 

The holder of any of. these, if liv- 
ing south, or east or west of Atlanta, 
and was going to an eastern or mid- 


dle states point, can stop over in At- 
lanta, either or both ways, as long 
as he or she may please, so long as 
he returns té his home town by Oc- 
tober 31. 

At Atlanta is truly a gate city and 
railroad center where a passenger 
train arrives or departs ever ten and 
one-half minutes out, of the 24 hours 
of the day, and beirig a terminal 
point for some and a division point 
for all roads. all travelers through 
here, if rightly informed. can -stop 
over on their tickets from one to 
twelve hours. 

This time could be improved by 
some in sight-seeing and by the buy-

We further believe that when the 
traveling passengers on trains passing

CHICAGO MOVIES 
DRAW BIG CROWDS 
AS STRIKE ENDS 


Chicago, September 4.—(4)—With 
the movie lockout and strike settled 
hy compromise, the ticket venders at 
Chicago's 350 movie theaters, closed 
since last Monday because of the dis- 
pute, clicked merrily again today for 
thousands of patrons. 

Although news of the settlement of 
differences bhetween the operators. 
stage-hands and exhibitors over wages 
and contracts did not. reach many of 
‘the movie-hungry fans until today, 
virtually every theater in the city was 
filled to capacity. Some found long 
lines awaiting admission as early as 9 
and 11 a. m. 

Under terms of -the agreement: reach- 
ed at the offices of Mavor William 
Hale Thompson Jast night, the stage-; 
hands” will receive .an increase in‘ 
wages of between 7 and 8 per cent. 
representing three-fourths of what 
thev demanded. 

While operators, stage-hands and 
theater owners were expressing ela-' 
tion over the settlement. negotiations 
were being made to settle the only 
remaining dispute. The Chicago Fed- 
eration of. Musicians has. demanded 
that the smaller theaters, most of 
which are conducting performances 
with no orchestra or with but a few 
musicians, be compelled to hire eight- 
man orchestras. 

James C. Petrillo, head of the fed- 
eration, said tonight that 41. of the 
smaller houses already had agreed to 
hire four-man. orchestras for 40 
weeks and that wages for rehearsals! 2%e 
would be increased from $2 to $4.,' 
He indicated that a complete settle- 
ment was near.

To Peace Shown 
By Dr. Butler 


Southampton, N. Y., September 4. 
(P)—Three lanes of activity lead to 
peace and away from war and the) 
threat of war, Dr. Nicholas Murray } 
Butler, president of Columbia univer- 
sity and president of the Carnegie en- 
dowment for international peace, de- 
clared in a lecture here tonight. 


The most important is the renuncia- 
tion of war as an instrument of pub- 
lie policy, Dr. Butler said. The 
others he summarized as general ac- 
ceptance of the definition of an ag- 
gressor nation, and refusal of neutral 
nations to allow their nationals to 
give aid and comfort to the aggressor 
power. The aggressor he defined as 
“that nation which, having agreed to 
submit international questions to arbi- 
tration or judicial process, begins hos- 
tilities without having done so.”’ 

In connection, Dr. Butler urged 
that steps be taken in congress to- 
ward acceptance of the invitation ex- 
tended by M. Aristide Briand, French 
foreign minister, to join the French 
nation in following this course against 
war. 

“The action thus proposed by M. 
Briand is something quite different 
from that advocated by those who 
would outlaw war,” he said. “War 
cannot be outlawed if by what is 
meant disposed of and prevented by 
resolution or denunciation. On the 
other hand, war may and can be re- 
nounced between like-minded and ad- 
vanced peoples as an instrument of 
public policy. 

“This means that in considering 
their common interests and points of 
difference they shall deliberately de- 
clare that they do not under any 
circumstances contemplate war as a 
means of settling these. They vastly 
diminish the possibility of war by 
refusing to look upon it as under any 
circumstances inevitable.’ 

Dr. Butler declared the question of 
limitation of armaments would settle 
itself when huge armaments were dis- 
covered to be truly and solely orna- 
mental.
